Perm anent Arbitration Board 
Gavin Me.N’ab of San Francisco, pro 
posed a perm a ne nt arbitration 
board 
bis resolution, which has the approval 
of the public group, providing tha t all 
living expresidents be members. 
.Mr. (l umpers ' board of arbitration of 
tin* steel st rike would be composed of 
six members, two to bo appointed by 
each of the three groups in tho confer­ 
ence—capital, labor and the public.
